Introduction 

Sanlyo Hiyewe Is spoken south of the Sepllc River In the East Sepik 
pfbvince of Papua New Guinea. It Is a member of the Seplk Hill language 
fO^ttiily (Dye, Townsend, and Townsend, 1968), which consists of fourteen 
Culturally homogeneous and related languages In the foothills of the 
Central Range from the Karawarl River tributary of the lower middle Sepilc 
fO the Leonard Schultze River tributary of the upper middle Seplk. 
^/proximately 1000 people speak the two major dialects , of Sanlyo Hiyewe, 
scattered along the banks and foothills of the April, Wogzunous and Leonard 
Cc.hultze drainages. Sanlyo Is spoken along the lower reaches of the 
Wp'S^mous River and Its tributaries and the upper reaches of the April 
/2''Ver. The Hiyewe dialect is spoken along the upper reaches of the 
W/ogamous River and its tributaries. 
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
